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Gear Earns Most Votes in City Primary; 
Bossidis Eliminated from Council Race

A City of Romulus primary election 
held on Tuesday, September 12, has 
trimmed the number of candidates seek- 
ing a seat onthe Romulus City Council 
to 14—the maximum number permitted 
forthe November general election. Turn- 
out for the election was on the low side, 
with only 1,585 votes cast. 

Placing first in the balloting was 
City Councilman Randolph Gear, who 
received 956 votes. Few were surprised 
at Gear's showing of support, since he 
has finished either first or second in 
every election since 1989. 

Placing second, with 794 votes, 
was Deborah Romak. Romak's finish 
was unusually strong foranewcomer to 
the campaigntrail, and probably owes a 
great deal to the fact that, over the past 
two years, she has been the most vis- 
ible member of RECAP (Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Care About People), an 
environmental group which was formed 
to oppose the operation of Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems' hazardous-waste 
injection well. Romak's pre-primary cam- 


paign may have been the most orga- 

nized of any candidate's, and if her 

supporters continue their efforts, Romak 

could be Gear's most serious challenger 

for the position of Mayor Pro Tem. 
Also finishing in the top 14 were: 

e William Wadsworth — 767 votes, 

¢ Michael Prybyla — 723 votes, 

¢ William Crova — 690 votes, 

e Mary Collins — 679 votes, 

e Jimmie Raspberry — 546 votes,

¢ Gwendolyn Sibert — 509 votes, 

e Stanley Kreft — 356 votes, 

e John Ryznar— 326 votes, 

e Jeaunine Wafer-Frison— 318 votes, 

e Tony Heimberger — 235 votes. 
Eliminated from the list of Council 

hopefuls was Steven Bossidis, whose 

total of 211 votes was the lowest among 

the 15 candidates on the primary ballot. 
The final decision concerning who 

will fill the City's seven available Coun- 

cil seats will be made on Tuesday, No- 

vember 7, when Romulus voters will 

also cast their ballots for the offices of 
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Councilman Randolph Gear's 956 
votes were tops in the primary.

Americans are bombarded with poll 
results these days. Newspapers, maga- 
zines, and television newscasts are 
constantly telling us what we think about 
the issues of the day. Or do they? 

Consider the CNN/U.S. News and 
World Report poll in the magazine's 
August 28, 1995 issue, which purports 
to give Americans’ views about vital 
organs. Inthe wake ofthe Mickey Mantle 
transplant, the purpose of the poll was 
to determine if Americans think that 
favoritism is shown to celebrities and to 
get Americans’ views on donating their 
own organs. The number of persons 
polledwas 817, allofwhomwere adults. 
That is */1,000,000 of one percent of Ameri- 
can adults if you assume that 75% of 
Americans are eighteen or older. From 
that tiniest of fractions, we are told that 
a Statistically valid conclusion aboutthe 
opinions of allAmericans can be stated. 
This same or very similar fraction is 
used when polling people about every- 
thing from politicians and the laws they 
make to the O.J. trial. 

Can we tell what all or even most 
people think by sampling a miniscule 
portion of the population? | decided to 
try. | asked 24 adults to participate ina 
Survey about their government and the 
political process. The 14 who agreed to 
be polled represent asampling of Romu- 
lus residents that is proportionally 100 
times greater than the sample used in 
the U.S. News poll of Americans

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Bennett Claims Survey 
Shows Mood of Michigan 


Senator Loren Bennett (R—Canton 
Township), who recently released the 
findings of a survey he mailed in June, 
asserts that citizens of the Eighth Sen- 
ate District have not changed their minds 
on the key issues which won Michigan 
Republicans the majority in both houses 
of the Legislature last November. 
Bennett included the survey in his con- 
Sstituent newsletter, and was over- 
whelmed with the response he received. 

"Approximately 1,800 people took 
the time to provide serious and thought- 
ful input on some very difficult issues," 
stated Bennett. "| am very clear on what 
the voters expect of me and that is the 
backbone of good representation. | am 
confident we will succeed in our goal to 
have people — not government — form- 
ing policy that works for us." 

The survey included six basic ar- 
eas of questioning: a general or miscel- 
laneous section, followed by specific 
questions regarding the economy, law 
and order, social services, education, 
and the environment. 

Questions with a more than 90%- 
affirmative response rate included plac- 
ing financial contribution limits on local 
elected officials (91%), and requiring 


- welfare recipients to undergo job train- 


ing or improve their education to re- 

ceive benefits (97%). 

Bennett also noted that those who 
responded to his survey want govern- 
ment to get very tough on crime, with 
83% favoring chain gangs and 79% 
favoring the death penalty. 

"People are very angry about crime 
and the effect it has on their communi- 
ties," Bennett explained. "Our goal is to 
come up with tough measures to help 
deter criminal activity."
